The
vast streiches of tule and swamp that
should be the ideal home of the musk-
rat, have never known this cunning
house bullder's akill, And is former
denizens of the furry skin are last dis-
appearing with no hope of their aver
being replaced, unless by the muskrat.
In the varly setilement of this county
the apring time was resonant with the
calls of the myriads of water fowl, the
mating eall of the prairie cock, the cer-
lew and the plover, while the pir was
vibrant at eve tide with the whirr of
winge as the fowls sought their nightly
